Macao, Aug. 3. 

‘News‘has reached Macao that 
Canton intends to use the Heung- 
shan districts—just across the 
border—au a, model of Soviet gov- 
ernment. By beginning on a 
small scale, the advocates hope 
gradually to extend the movement. 
ull:over the province. Specially 
trained officials have arrived at 
Shekki, the district capital, to 
make a start. It remaing to be 
seen how the idea will be received.

Java sugar intended for up- 
country ports has been seized in 
large quantities by strikers’ 
pickets at Chinshan — opposite 
Macao, where the Shekki tow-boat 
calls. The strikers confiscated 
the sugar on the ground that it is 
British produce and, trading in 
such a commodity is violating the 
boycott order. . 

Some Japanese torch batteries 
were also seized. Instead of 
dumping the batteries in the 
river, the pickets distributed them 
among themselves for ue to 
carry out other duties, when: they 
are supposed to be thy champions 
of the boycott’ movement. 3

CHEAP MONEY. 
A RESULT OF POOR BUSINESS, 


New York, May 8 —That cheap. .¢° 


“Money is: ‘the result of poor busi- 
‘ness and that good business makes 
firm money, is the statement made 


by Benjamin M. Anderson, ‘Jr., | 


Ph.D., economidt of the Chase 
National‘ Bank, in an address 
hefore the American Management 
| Aseociation at Briarcliff Lodge. - 

Dr, Anderson gaid in part: 

“There is a belief, widely held 
_on both sides of the Atlantic, that 
good business depends on cheap 
money,. and that even moderate 
increases in Money rates can turn 
good business into depression. , It 
is a fantastic idea, unsound in 
theory and repentedly refuted in 
economic history. 

“The casual relation between 
business and money rates is, for 
the most part, directly the 
reverse. . Good’ business makes 
cheap money, other things. equal, 

“To the extent that there is a 
casual connection, money ‘rates are 
generally the effect of business 
conditions rather than the cause 
of business conditions. 
worth while, however, to apply 
our American experience during 
the past two years to 
doctrine, as we have been passing 
through an exceptionally interest- 
ing test of the matter, 

“The theory underlying this 
notion .is that cheap money will 
make a big increase in commercial 
and business borrowing and that, 
as business men borrow. money, 
they will spend it in such a way 
as to raise pric2s and to make 
business active. 
theory. is that the volume of busi- 


ness. and commercial borrowing is.|. 


governed by the discount rates 
that business men: pay. - 

“The facts are, as business men 
and bankers know, . that the 
volume of commercial borrowing 


have as to the volume ‘of business 
which can be done with the 
money, and the profits. which can 


on the relation of costs to receipts. 

“Money rates are among the 
elements of costs, along with 
labour, raw materials, transporta- 
tion, rentals, taxes and other 
items.

The real question is whether 
China is to receive a non-moral, 
non-religious education—which is 
the ideal -of the Bolsheviks—oyr 
one which is permeated by the 
highest religion and morality,
